Children should have fruits, also 
celery, tomatoes, and salads not only to 
give variety in their school lunches, 
but especially to supply the vltamines 
and other food elements necessary for 
healthy growth, agree nutrition spec­ 
ialists of the United States Department 
of Agriculture. When they eat any of 
these uncooked foods at home It Is 
probable that the mother has washed 
the fruit or vegetable properly before 
serving it. All market produce needs 
washing to remove dirt and dust, bac- 
teris, and sometimes particles of spray 
residue. The best fruits and usually 
the best-looking fruits are those from 
trees which have been properly sprayed 
while the fruit was in its early stages 
and sometimes the spray may not have 
weathered off the fruit before harvest. 
Children should not be given money to 
buy their own fruit from hucksters or 
stands unless there are facilities at 
school for washing It. They should be 
drilled in the practice of washing what 
they eat of these uncooked products, 
as a matter of ordinary cleanliness.

Ingredients Include Granulated Sugar, 
Sirup, Milk, Bitter Chocolate 
and Walnuts.

Fined For Intoxication 


Any leather article is almost certain 
to mildew if kept in a warm, damp, 
dark place, such as a closet, cellar, or 
stable. This mildew probably will not 
seriously reduce the serviceability of 
the leather, unless allowed to fern a In 
on it too long. It may, however, ahange 
the color appreciably, thus injuripg 
the appearance. 
The simplest way to prevent in. 
ing, says the United States Dc, 
meat of Agriculture, Is to keep 
leather In a well-ventilated, dry, well- 
lighted place, preferably one exposed 
to the sunlight. Mildew cannot make 
mnch headway in the sunshine. When 
mildew develops, It should be washed 
off with soap and warm water, or 
simply wiped off with a moist cloth, 
drying the leather well afterwards. 
These simple measures are better than 
the use of preparations to prevent the 
growth of mildew.

15.—Sum­ 
mer training 
camps 
were opened 
everywhere through the country to­ 
day 
under 
army 
supervision 
for 
youths of the reserve officers train­ 
ing corps, part of the machinery of 
the new defensive military policy set 
up in the national defense act of 
1920. 
The corps now includes approxi­ 
mately 100,000 young men under 
training to become members of the 
officers reserve corps or officers of 
the national guard and of these it is 
estimated that 7,134 will undergo ex­ 
tensive field training at the camps. 
The courses mapped out for the 
student officers cover the whole field 
of military science. Particular atten­ 
tion is being devoted to the work by 
the w’ar department, as the R. O. T. 
C is relied upon in future to produce 
annually enough new reserve officers 
to keep the reserve officers corps up 
to the strength necessary to fill in 
the officer frame work of the or­ 
ganized work division of the army of 
the United States. 
It has 
been 
calculated 
that the 
camps this year will result in at least 
2,000 potential officers being added 
to the reserve corps for assignment 
to organized reserve units or to be 
ct mnianded in national guard regi­ 
ments. 
Ultimately it is planned to 
expand the training work so that an 
annual crop of ten thousand new re­ 
serve officers will be forthcoming. 
Attendance at the summer training 
camps of the army this year, it is 
indicated will be the greatest to date.

Sword lilies is an unfamiliar name 
for the gladiolus which is being used 
in an attempt to popularize it by a 
few English growers. Possibly they 
were induced to try 
to stabilize a 
common name because so few people 
pronounce gladiolus correctly even if 
they know how. The correct accent 
is “gla-DI-o-lus," heavy on the "di." 
But from our earliest recollection we 
shortened it up to gladiole or gladi­ 
olus. But whatever name it is call­ 
ed, however, it is as fine a flower and 
notable for the fact that it is the one 
garden plant we have which is better 
cut than growing. 
The gladiolus seems chiefly invent­ 
ed for a cut flower, beautiful as it is 
growing in beds and lines in the 
garden. 
Cut when the first 
bloom at the 
bottom of the spike opens and placed 
in water in the house, every bloom 
oi. the spike will open and the spike 
will endure longer with the small at­ 
tention of providing 
fresh 
water 
daily and clipping a bit off the end 
of the stem «than it will in the open 
where the hot sun 
in which these 
bulbs revel is likely to wither 
the 
flowers. 
Another advantage of the 
cut spike is that more flowers 
are 
open on It at a time than in the open. 
It Is the ideal midsummer plant 


and as the bulbs are cheap, every gar 
dener should have a good supply. 
The bulbs should be planted from 
one to two weeks apart 
until the 
middle of June unless they sprout so 
vigorously it is apparent they should 
not be kept longer out of the ground. 
This will 'urnish a 
succession for 
cutting until late fall. 
Give the gladiolus rich 
soil and 
plenty of water, particularly 
when 
the buds appear. 
Applications 
of 
weak liquid manure will do wonders 
in increasing the size and vigor of 
the spikes. Once a week is about 
the right schedule and soak it in. 
The earth should be kept stirred 
about the bulbs all season. Planted 
from four to six Inches deep accord­ 
ing to whether the soil is light or 
sandy will obviate the necessity of 
staking them. 
If given 
shallow 
planting they must be provided with 
stakes as the heavy spikes will top­ 
ple over, particularly 
if there is a 
shower to weight them down.
